He will touch on the proposed closing of 
Eye Street between 23rd and 24th Streets and the access 
to the subway station at 23rd and Eye Streets. 

The business portion of the meeting will include 
further discussion of the need for a traffic signal 
at 24th Street and New Hampshire Avenue. If you 


have a position on this matter be sure to be present 


and vote, since the Association’s support of this need 
was questioned at the last meeting, 

Also to be discussed is a proposal made at the 
last meeting to extend the boundaries of our Associa- 
tion to the East and North. This will, of course, re- 
quire an amendment of the Constitution. This move 
is favored in some quarters because of the potential 
for increased membership and the resulting increase 
in strength it would provide. It is opposed by others 
because it would change the character of the Associa- 
tion, which now is the representative of a small homo- 
geneous community. Your views and comments on 
this subject are of great importance and it is hoped 
that you will come and express them.

The evening’s speaker was Mr. John Druckenbrod, 
of the Office of Community Services of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority (WMATA), Mr. 
Druckenbrod reviewed the history of the Metro (sub- 


way) development, illustrating his talk with colored 


slides. The present WMATA is an interstate, fed- 
erally supported agency. 
brought out were:

A Matter of Life 


Governor Marvin Mandel’s veto of the liberalized 
Maryland abortion laws underlines the agonizing na- 
tional problem of legalized abortion. Twenty years 
from now, no doubt, medical science will have solved 
the problem far short of any moral dilemma. 

Present laws do not work. A million women per 
year, at great danger to themselves, have illegal 
abortions, and people reflect on the environmental 
impact of increased population — some to the point of 
considering infanticide. But there is amoral question 


` here. 


Certainly, at the onset of pregnancy a woman has 
the right to determine how her body shall be used. 
But just as certainly, abortion the day before labor 
pains set in and when the child, we know, has been a 
viable human being for some time, is murder and its 
condonance a grave threat to the sanctity of human 
life. The State cannot shirk its duty to defend the weak 
at this point. 

At what point, then, do the rights of the child to 
life gain precedence over a woman’s freedom? We 
need a standard, a moment of awe, that stays the 
execution. Our society has always regarded the heart 
as the center of emotion and the heartbeat as the 
symbol of life. It is at the end of twelve weeks that 
the first foetal heartbeat can be detected ultrasonically 
and, almost miraculously, it is beyond this point that 
abortion is judged unsafe. Furthermore, if abortion 
were not stigmatized by illegality, twelve weeks would 
be plenty of time to make a decision as to whether 
an abortion is advisable. 

A state law might read that at the time of the 
abortion operation, the doctor must test for a heart- 
beat. If one is present, then by law and ethics he may 
not proceed because he is in the presence of life. 

If, now, the Zero Population Growth people would 
say ‘‘Have two and then adopt,’’ there wouldbe a loving 
parent at the end of all full-term pregnancies. By 
this means, improved birth control and reduced immi- 
gration we could come close to achieving zero popula- 
tion growth and still maintain the sanctity of human 
life.
